There  are  at  the  present  time  in  our 
Yearly  Meeting  twenty-three  Meetings 
which  have  First-day  School  or  Classes. 
These  vary  in  character  and  size  from 
one  of  eleven  classes  with  an  attendance 
of  150  to  200,  to  several  of  one  class. 
Four  schools  have  been  started  within 
the  present  year.  The  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Association  has  under 
consideration  the  possibility  of  schools 
or  classes  for  at  least  part  time  at  five 
other  Meetings. 

We  are  encouraged  in  many  places 
by  the  increased  interest  in  religious 
education  and  by  the  quality  of  work 
done  in  the  schools.  The  curricula  of 
some  of  the  week-day  schools  conducted 
by  Friends  include  excellent  courses  in 
religious  subjects  graded  to  meet  the 
growing  religious  life  of  the  child  and 
giving  him  a  good  knowledge  of  the 
Bible.  It  is  the  function  of  our  First- 
day  Schools  to  deepen  and  strengthen 
our  spiritual  lives,  to  accomplish  which 
end,  their  instruction  should  be  as  good 
as  that  of  our  day-schools. 


To  improve  the  quality  of  our  relig¬ 
ious  instruction  and  to  encourage  the 
establishment  of  classes  in  vicinities 
where  none  now  exist,  this  Committee 
has  secured  the  services  of  Edith  C. 
Moon.  Commencing  in  Ninth  Month 
of  this  year,  she  will  give  her  entire 
time  to  this  work  which  will  include 
assisting  and  training  teachers,  prepar¬ 
ing  and  offering  suitable  courses  and 
suggesting  useful  and  suitable  plans  and 
methods.  This  will  afford  excellent 
opportunity  to  keep  the  work  of  our 
First-day  Schools  in  closer  touch  with 
that  of  our  day-schools,  of  the  American 
Friends’  Service  Committee  and  of  our 
Committees  on  Peace,  Social  Order, 
Foreign  Missions,  the  Negro,  the 
Indians  and  Temperance. 

She  will  thus  be  enabled  to  serve  our 
Meeting  through  our  First-day  Schools 
as  William  Harvey  now  is,  as  secretary 
of  the  Representative  Meeting,  Richard 
Wood  of  the  Peace  Committee  and 
Edward  W.  Evans  of  the  Social  Order 
Committee. 

To  carry  this  work  through  the 
coming  year,  the  Committee  will  need 
three  thousand  dollars,  a  sum  small  in 
comparison  with  the  services  to  be 
rendered.
